SOME HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN BREED. 
ERS OF CORTLAND CO., N. Y.

A little way out from the village of 
Homer on the road which leads to 
Cortland is located the “Imperial 
Stock Farm” of J. Allen Leach. Mr. 
Leach is a genial good fellow and left 
his work to show us his farm and 
herd. 


He had just sold one of his farms 
to the “Country Club” of Cortland, 
which was undergoing extensive 
changes and improvements. However, 
he still retains a large farm on which 
he breeds and develops his good black 
and whites. These are headed by a 
line bred Pontiac Korndyke sire. At 
milking time his large, capacious dairy 
matrons showed up to good advantage, 
many of which when fresh, Mr. Leach 
asserted, gave from 50 to 80 lbs. of 
milk per day. .The young stock were 
in pastures, and we were compelled to 
leave them for a later inspection. 

The next place on our route was 
Crown Stock Farm, property of Mr. 
I. J. Foster, who, as many readers will 
remember, only a year or two ago, had 
a dispersion sale of his herd, but he 
could not’ remain out of companion- 
ship of the black and whites and now 
has a herd of 35 head that would 
gladden the eye of any lover of the 
breed. They are headed by King 
Pontiac Polkadot, a son of King of 
the Pontiacs. 

Near Mr. Foster’s is the farm of 
Harry Abbott.

Carl Crandall, a near neighbor has 
a few nice ones, as does also EK. B.

Our next stop was at Valley View 
Farm, the property of A. A. Knapp. 
We were very favorably impressed by 
the high quality of this herd, and will 
give it a more detailed description in 
a later article.

Stock Farm. Mr. Coon had been a 
school teacher, but becoming tired of 
that work, has taken up the breeding 
of pure-bred Holstein-Friesians. He 
started with two heifers which he 
purchased near Canandaigua for $20 
each. These with two or three later 
purchases constituted the foundation 
of his herd. He now has twenty head 
and for a sire a son of Aaggie Cornu- 
copia Pauline Count. This fine herd 
has cost him a very insignificant cash 
expenditure. 

A half-mile farther is the attractive 
Jerome Hathaway farm. The old red 
Colonial mansion together with the 
light colored barns and the large block 
silo make a very attractive picture.

Near Mr. Hathaway’s is the farm 
of Mr. Melvin Pratt.

“Buy Holsteins young men,’ was 
the advice given the younger mem- 
ters of a party on a recent visit to 
farm of Mr. Gerd Flesner located 
some two miles northwest of Stillwa- 
ter. During this most enjoyable and 
interesting visit, at which time the 
writer was given the privilege of in- 
specting the home of the best and 
most up-to-date herd of Registered 
Holstein-Friesians that can be found 
in Oklahoma, the owner of the herd, 
Mr. Flesner, himself, spared us a few 
ours of his time and personally con- 
lucted us over his farm discussing 
is We went the plans and hopes that 
have prompted him in the work which 
he undertook and has accomplished. 

Mr. Flesner is the pioneer Holstein- 
Friesian breeder of Oklahoma, having 
begun his work some ten years ago. 
At that time he had only a few cows 
and a bull, but now as a result of 
eareful and painstaking vigilance has 
developed a large herd of excellent 
mature cows and superior young stock 
which is a credit to himself and to his 
community. 

During our visit Mr. Flesner ex- 
plained the ideals of his work, which 
in his own words are: “proper regard 
for the principles of Holstein-Friesi- 
an breeding, strict conformity to the 
original Holstein-Friesian color, large 
and capacious udders, and subsequent 
high productive ability.” 

As an important asset to the suc- 
cessful carrying out of these ideals 
Mr. Flesner has maintained at the 
head of his herd Victor DeVrees, a 
registered bull, of great individuality 
and wonderful ability the result of 
which is clearly evidenced by the type 


and marked uniformity of his young | 


heifers. 

At the present time this breeder 
is experiencing the same difficulty that 
presents itself to many others, namely 
that of replacing the old bull with a 


younger one of equal or superior mer- | 


its. For he realizes full well the ease 
with which advance steps may be re- 
traced by this shifting of the respon- 
sibility of the herd to a less capable 
leader. 

Mr. Flesner lives only a short dis- 
tance from the seat of the State Agri- 
cultural and Mechanical College and 
is one who is ever ready to take 
advantage of the experiments which 
are conducted and the suggestions 
which are offered as a result of the 
Experiment Station investigations. 
He is a regular attendant at all the 
meetings of the Farmers’ Short 
Course sessions which are held each 
winter and carefully retains all sug- 
gestions that may be of value to him 
and to his Holstein-Friesians.

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In the improvement and working 
up to their present degree of perfec- 
tion, the several races of domestic 
animals which have attracted the at- 
tention of modern stock breeders, we 
find that the most remarkable and 
successful results, so far as concerned 
the outward form, internal structure, 
and productive power of the animals, 
have been derived from this system. 
History, so far as we know it, so in- 
structs us. In order to perfectly un- 
derstand it, we briefly state the prem- 
ises. 

We throw out of the question the 
absurd proposition entertained by 
some, that any one of the present well 
established breeds of cattle, have been 
formed by crossing those of divers 
strange breeds upon each other. Such 
has not been the case in any long 
established breeds with which we are 
familiar. In the history of those 
breeds, we have seen that with one 
or two exceptions, they have existed 
from time immemorial in their own 
distinct characters and varieties, and 
that they have been improved from 
the blood of themselves alone. That 
question needs no further discussion. 
The only question now is, as to the 
fact of that improvement being made, 
and to what extent, by a course of 
breeding from close relationship in 
blood with each other. The practice 
—as it certainly has been the prac- 
tice—probably originated from the se- 
lection of animals possessing certain 
superior and desirable qualities, and 
after breeding them together, their 
produce being found to possess the 
combined good qualities of both par- 
ents, in an improved degree, the 
breeders, with a view of fixing and 
concentrating those good points still 
more strongly in the blood and con- 
stitution of their animals, bred the 
sire to his daughter, the sons and 
daughters with each other, sons to 
mothers, and any, and all sorts of re- 
lationship which, among humanity, 
would be considered the most inces- 
tuous. Yet this practice, among their 
dumb animals, proved eminently suc- 
cessful. They thus obtained stock of 
certain and positive qualities of ex- 
cellence, which, among each other, or 
when bred upon stock of other fami- 
lies or tribes, would stamp their own 
character upon them, with a certain- 
ty and strength that could be reached 
by no kind of miscellaneous breeding 
whatever.

certain results, has been practiced 
with all domestic animals—among 
quadrupeds, from the horse down 
to the rabbit—and with the feathered 
tribe, through all their varities, from 
the swan to the canary bird. Such 
is the fact; and in support of it, nu- 
merous instances might be named, 
breeding other animals than cattle, 
which are not now necessary to notice, 
as we state the principle on which 
the practice has been adopted, and 
the successful results which have fol- 
lowed it. The subject will bear some 
discussion. 

A prejudice to a considerable ex- 
tent, exists in the popular mind 
against blood relation in breeding ani- 
mals of any variety, and they indulge 
it in regard to the lower orders of 
Creation as they do to mankind. So 
far as the prejudice relates to human- 
ity, it is mainly derived from Divine 
authority, as a general principle, and 
also from various statistical tables, 
giving the results of inter-marriages 
between blood relations, in the de- 
cline of stamina, physical power, and 
mental vigor of the parents, in their 
descendants. Some of these statisti- 
cal tables may be true; others may be 
highly colored with the bias of opin- 
ion or prejudice entertained by those 
who made them. These statements 
might be more or less controverted, 
by close inquiry into the various cir- 


cumstances in which the parents were 
placed, and the modes of life and edu- 
cation to which such families, both in 
parent and offspring, were subjected. 

We do not propose to combat the 
prejudices above named, nor are we 
disposed to yield to all the sweeping 
conclusions to which the objections 
are carried, either in theory or ap- 
parent fact. There are certain physi- 
eal parallels running through both 
the human family and the brute crea- 
tion, to which the same rules may, 
either directly, or remotely apply; but 





not all rules; and we may name some 
| of these parallels, with the differ- 
/ences which apply to them. Let us 
see with how much justice. 


Man is far more nicely constituted 
in his bodily functions than the lower 
orders of animals. He attains much 
greater longevity than the most of 
them. He is liable to infinitely more 
diseases, and those diseases are more 
complicated in kind, origin, treat- 
ment and result. The chances of 
life, from infancy to a state of pub- 
erty, are far less in human than in 
the brute creation, from numberless 
circumstances unnecessary here to 
mention. He is endowed with thought, 
sentiment, understanding, sympathies, 
imagination, as well as instinct and 
passion. These qualities are all which 
need to be enumerated for our present 
purpose. 
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The lower orders of animals are 
less subject to casualties of life or 
limb; less liable to disease; less ex- 
posed to danger in bringing forth 
their young; less helpless in infancy, 
and sooner able to provide for their 
own natural wants. They have little 
thought; no great degree of sense; 
little reasoning faculty; some mem- 
ory; dull imagination. not a particle 
of sentiment; slight sympathy; no 
lasting affection for their offspring 
after they can provide for themselves; 
and no power of mind to rise above 
the order of their natures. Their 
permanent affections, if they can be 
said to have affections at all, are to- 
wards man alone. They have instinct 
and passion much stronger than man; 
and that instinct and passion are un- 
controllable—even by discipline, un- 
less under superior force—and they 
indulge them on every available oc- 
casion, regardless of consequences. 
Thus man and the brute have little 
in common beyond their animal pro- 
pensities. 

We have spoken of mankind in a 
state of civilization. But even man 
can become brutalized; and the lower 
in the scale of humanity he descends, 
the more like the brute, in the in- 
dulgence of his instincts and passion, 
he becomes until, perhaps, the brute 
is the better of the two. 


Medical men tell us, observing peo- 
ple know, that conception and gesta- 
tion in mankind, are more or less in- 
fluenced by the sensations or actions 
of the mind, as sympathy, or imagina- 
tion, fright or terror in the female 
during their continuance, as seen by 
strange marks on their bodies, or 
strange freaks of character in the off- 
spring in numerous instances. It is 
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seldom seen in the brute creation, and 
then only by sudden and startling emo- 
tion, or long familiarity with particu- 
lar associations. Man, unless he be- 
comes thoroughly brutalized, revolts 
at known incest. The brute, in either 
sex, gratifies its lusts with the first 
objects of its kind it meets, no matter 
what the blood relation, and in this 
indulgence, only acts out its nature. 
In domestication, they are but ma- 
chines in our hands, with which to 
work out certain desired results, and 
their relations in blood have nothing 
to do with propriety or impropriety, 
in the coupling them together in any 
conceivable blood relationship. 

Wild animals of every race and 
variety, herd together, come in heat, 
copulate without regard to blood re- 
lation, the stronger males taking pre- 
cedence in such service, and the young 
usually, unless accident occur, being 
healthy, robust, and keeping up the 
qualities of their sires and dams. Put 
a pair of wild deer in a park, and 
let them breed together for years, 


and their young also, promiscuously 


together; no deterioration is found in 
them—provided their natural habits 
and food are not interferred with. 
There are herds of wild cattle in some 
parks in the north of England, which 
have been bred together for centuries, 
without molestation or interference, 
save when they are occasionally 
slaughtered, and they remain the 
same in vigor, form and appearance. 
Instinct and desire are the passions 
which govern them in procreation, re- 
gardless of blood relation, and with 
no evil consquences. A pair of pigeons, 
geese, swans, ducks, rabbits, or other 
small domesticated animals, are put 
together in the same way, and they

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and their offspring bred at will, pro- 
miscuously for years together, with no 
bad results, and we think nothing of 
it. So with cattle, horses, sheep, pigs 
and goats—every brute animal, in 
fact, which breeds at all. They have 
no family affections or sympathies, 
nor permanent likes or dislikes, after 
the mother has weaned her young, 
and it has become able to provide for 
itself. The female, when in heat, 
freely receives the male, comely or 
uncomely, no matter what, if of her 
own kind; and the male, with the 
same ungovernable propensity, seeks 
his gratification with her. Blood re- 
lation among themselves amounts to 
nothing, even if they had the capacity 
to think of it, which they have not. 
The indulgence of their lusts is the 
sole object of their desire, and that is 
effected regardless of consequences. 


We say, then, that the question of 
brute incest amounts to nothing. 
Breeding in-and-in, so far jas the 
animal is affected, is no. more than 
breeding “out-and-out” into strange 
blood at every cross, under like con- 
ditions and circumstances. 


Let us understand: Conceding that 
our point is well taken, there is one 
grand fundamental condition upon 
which all progressive breeding is 
founded, viz: Sound health and con- 
stitution in the parents whose pro- 
duce is sought to be improved. If 
closely related animals have consti- 
tutional diseases of any kind, their 
offspring will inherit it, and inter- 
breeding will intensify the disease in 
every descending production of the 
family. Even the out-and-out breed- 
ing of unheaithy animals, with healthy 
sires or dams, will not alltogether 
eradicate the disease inherited, or 
chronic, as it may be. Unsound, or 
diseased animals, or those having a 
tendency to disease or unsoundness, 
when bred together, no matter how 
distant their blood relation, their 
produce will be unsound; and if the 


disease be apparently checked or ob- 
literated in the young stock, it may 
lie dormant for a time, and then 
break out in their descendants in all 
its original virulence, as seen in their 
ancestors of some generations back. 
Diseased animals should never be 
used in either progressive or any 
other breeding. Also, if barrenness 
(although barrenness is not properly 
a disease,) be a constitutional tend- 
ency in the first dam, or lack of vir- 


ility be a constitutional tendency in 
the first sire, those tendencies may 


‘|become perpetuated to such degree, 


by close interbreeding from parents 
to offspring, or between such off- 
spring, as to finally result in almost 
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total barronness on both sides, in the 
entire family. If such tendency in- 
crease in the produce, new blood of an 
opposite tendency must, of course be 
introduced. But, if the blood of these 
barrenly inclined animals, otherwise 
than in that particular fault in either 
sire or dam, be of great value, they 
should be coupled with other fruit- 
ful ones of different families, pos- 
sessed in as high degree as possible 
of the same distinctive qualities, 
sought to be perpetuated through the 
original parents, so that the same dis- 
tinct characteristics may be retained 
in the herd.’ “Like produces like,” is 
the inexonerable law of nature, only 
departed from, under strange and ex- 
traordinary influences, and the axim 
should never be neglected by the 
breeder. To follow its teachings, 
generally, is the road either to suc- 
cess or ruin. Good animals—as a 
rule, will produce their kind; bad ones 
will produce theirs. Our remarks re- 
garding barrenness and its tendenc- 
ies, as well as the recovery into full 
fruitfulness, might be illustrated, had 
we the space, by several well authen- 
ticated examples, now unnecessary, 
and perhaps invidious to mention. 

To follow up the “in-and-in” theory: 
Suppose, after breeding thus closely 
for a series of years, some failing in 
vigor or quality is detected in the| 
young stock; should further inter- 
breeding be continued? No. What 
then? There always will be, if your 
stock be of blood having any currency 
at all, a distantly removed family 
of the kind, possessing mainly, or 
fully, the identical blood of your own 
herd, in a locality not for distant, to 
which, if their good qalities be still 
retained, a resort may at once be 
made to invigorate your stock, and a 
fresh cross be obtained: 

We may be here met with the ob- 
jection, that if the same blood be re- 
sorted to, the cross will not be a 
fresh one, and the like ill results fol- 
low, as with your own previous in- 
and-in breeding: Such fact, by no 
means, need follow. 

Suppose that an importation of a 
number of cattle of a closely bred 
family—bulls and cows—be made into 
New York, Boston, or Philadelphia. 
A part of them are taken into New 
England another part into Pennsyl- 
vania, or Western New York, and 
another into Kentucky, Ohio, or 
farther Western State, where soils 
are quite unlike, and the climates 
somewhat different from each other. 
These animals thus widely separat2d, 
will soon acquire somewhat different 
characteristics from each other fam- 
ily of the same original stock, al- 





though all may be kept and bred 


with equal care. The water they 
drink, the soil on which they graze, 
the food they eat, the climate they 
inhabit, will work somewhat of a 
change in their constitutions and 
habits, and one of the families, al- 
though bred in the same manner, and 
with the same care in keeping, may 
be different from, or superior to the 
others in some peculiar quality. Thus, 
these families become estranged in 
constitutional blood, and somewhat in 
habit, from each other. They do, in 
their wide separation, become new 
herds, so far as their close original 
blood is concerned. After some years’ 
continuance in their varied localities, 
they may, therefore be reunited, in 
the application of bulls to the cows 
of their distant relations, with en- 
tire safety to the quality of their 
future offspring. We have seen this 
very thing already done with admir- 
able effect, in the United States, and 
with an improvement, if possible, on 
the good qualities of the originally 
imported stock. Under such circum- 
stances a resort to the old blood can 
be made, and kept intact in the herd 
without deterioration, and thus pre- 
vent an infusion of baser, or less 
desirable quality, in the herd pro- 
posed to be kept perfect in its lineage, 
and no outside cross need be admitted. 
Bakewell did so with his Long-horns, 
through his whole course of cattle 
breeding, going only twice out of his 
own herd for a fresh bull, and then 
into the same family blood, at the dis- 
tance of a few counties away, and 
no breeder of his time had better, if 
as good cattle of the kind as_ he. 
Price, a noted breeder of Herefords 
thirty years ago—no better in Eng- 
land—asserted that he had not gone 
out of his own herd for a bull for 
forty years, and at his finale sale, 
when he gave up breeding, his cattle 
brought the highest prices — for 
Herefords—that had been known. The 
two brothers Colling began breeding 
short-horns, from the best cattle they 
could obtain from other breeders, 
about the year 1780. They soon got 
the bull Hubback, a thorough bred 
of their own breed, and although they 
retained him only three years, they 
bred pertinaciously from his blood 
until the year 1810—thirty years— 
excepting only in Charles Colling’s 
“alloy” family of the Galloway cross. 
Charles, in that year, sold out his 
stock at the highest prices ever known. 
His brother Robert so bred his stock 
—no “alloy” about them—until 1818 
—thirty-eight years—when he sold 
out at prices large than any other 
short-horn herd would sell for at that 
time. By a chance of times, (it was 
war time when Charles sold, and the 





country was at peace when Robert 
sold,) all agricultural prices were 
much lower in 1818. Their stock 
stood in the very highest repute, and 
no men had bred so intensely in-and- 
in, by every possible intermixture, as 
they, adhering to their old blood to 
the last. Charles, in some instances, 
bred his bull “Favorite” to his own 
dam, and sister, and granddaughters, 
and so down, for four or five genera- 
tions. 

So, also, bred Mr. Bates, who bought 
his first “Douchess,” deeply bred in- 
and-in, of Charles Colling, in the 
year 1804. He bred her and her re- 
lations together, all closely allied in 
blood, and never went out of his own 
herd for a bull, with any success, as 
he frequently asserted, until the year 
1831, when he obtained the bull “Bel- 
vedere,” of the same blood, in an- 
other herd. He also introduced into 
his herd, the “Matchem cow”, an ani- 
mal showing excellent points of char- 
acter, a stranger to his own stock, 
but which he contended had a back 
cross of his favorite blood in her, 
and thus possessing good quality, 
with which to re-invigorate the ener- 
gies of his deeply in-and-in stock. He 
crossed his best bulls on that cow, 
and then interbred her produce with 
others of his old blood, and adhered 
to that blood thus crossed, and still 
further interbred, for the remainder 
of his life. Mr. Bates died in 1849, 
and for more than fifty years was a 
short-horn breeder. 

So, also, bred the Booth brothers, 
John and Richard, long time breed- 
ers of great celebrity, and their stock 
still remains in high repute, both in 
England and America. They bred 
deeply in-and-in. So did the Wether- 
ells, Mr. Mason, Wright, Trotter, 
Charge, Earl Spencer, Sir Charles 
Knight, and other noted breeders of 
their day, although we know less of 
their particular breeding, only as we 
trace them through the early Herd 
Books, than of the Collings, and 
Bates. All these herds were of high 
reputation, and their blood passing 
since through the hands of other 
breeders, is now widely, by importa- 
tion, scattered over the United States 
and ‘Canada. 

We would not be invidious in nam- 
ing these particular breeders and 
the short-horn breed, but to illustrate 
a fact. Every improved race of cat- 
tle in Britain has been more or less 
so in-and-in bred—Devons, Here- 
fords, Long-horns, Ayrshires, High- 
lands, Galloways, Alderneys, and the 
famous “Dutch” cows of Holland. It 
was indispensable so to do, to con- 
centrate their good qualities until a 
standard of excellence had been at- 














tained, from which the breeders could 
strike out into more divergent blood. 

Thus, the fact, in-and-in breed- 
ing, of itself, having a tendency to 
deterioriate the quality of the pro- 
duce is shown to be fallacious, so far 
as those breeders were concerned: the 
manner of doing so is quite another 
thing. Interbreeding in such close re- 
lation, a nice—possibly a hazardous 
—thing, and can only be practiced by 
experienced men who are good physi- 
ologists, have a just appreciation of 
both the good and indifferent qualities 
which their cattle possess, and the 
knowledge how to couple them to- 
gether to produce favorable results. 

The great merits and object claimed 
for in-and-in breeding, is the con- 
centration of good blood in the animal 
so bred, enabling him or her to trans- 
mit that blood strongly, not only in 
the herd where they originated, but 
in other herds to which they may be 
removed. We do not, in fact, believe 
that many who object to the so-called 
“jin-and-in” practice of breeding, 
really appreciate their own course of 
practice, while they are constantly 
pursuing that which they condemn.

According to the New York State | 
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The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture states that “there are at present 
about 40 factories on the Atlantic 
coast, main output of which is fish- 
scrap and fish oil manufactured from 
the menhaden. These are found ail 
the way from Maine to Florida. The 
business reached its high water mark 
as long ago as 1884, and profits since 
have never been so great, owing to 
the reduced price of oil and scrap, 
resulting from the competition of 
other products. This is true notwith- 
standing the improvements that have 
been made in the methods of the in- 
dustry. The annual output in oil and 
scrap has not varied greatly from 
70,000 tons of scrap and 35,000 bar- 
rels of oil during the past 30 years. 
There seems every probability of a 
steady demand for this fertilizer.”

She is running 
very even, having never given over 
65 pounds of milk a day and now 
running at 50 pounds. She weighs 
1,300 pounds and a witness says there 
never was a cow that looked more 
capable of doing the work expected 
of her.

“In the description, in the Holstein-

This 
of course, should have been “1 in. by 
4 in.” The slats are made by rip 
sawing oak planks, which may be cut 
either once or twice, thus making the 
slats one inch thick by six inches or 
four inches in width as desired. We 
may mention that the cross slats 
should be width of stall, butting fairly 
close to those of adjoining stalls, and 
should rest on the concrete, the bat- 
tens, or side pieces running from 
stanchion sill to gutter being nailed 
on top of the cross pieces.”

A number of factors 
combined to make this one of the 
most successful sales we have ever at- 
tended.

The animals sold well, 94 head 
bringing $29,545, an average of $315. 
The Voss & Turner herd of 59 head 
brought a total of $20,520, an average 
of $348, while the Palmer herd 
brought a total of $9,025, an average 
of $257. The top price of $925 was 
paid by Iowana Farms, Davenport, 
Iowa, for the seven-year-old cow, 
Spring Brook Cornucopia Julia. Io- 
wana Farms purchased a total of 12 
head, agregating $6560; Joseph Con- 
tratto of Cle Elum, Wash. also pur- 
chased twelve head for $4,470; Bur- 
wood Stock Farm, Oakwood, Wis., 
obtained eight head for $3,400; Mark 
Sweeney, Watseka, IIl., obtained four 
head at $1,180; J. M. Shaulis Rocky 
Ford, Colo., obtained three cows and 
five calves at $875; Geo.

Herd Book, edited by 
Truman A. Cole, Solsville, N. Y., 1883 
may be found an article on In-Breed- 
ing by L. F. A. This article presents 
so much sound reasoning and contains 
so much data of historical value bear- 
ing upon this subject that we have 
thought it proper to reproduce it in 
the World. It is probable that it will 
not be new to some of the older mem- 
bers, but we feel quite certain that 
it will be to the majority of young 
breeders now in the game. We com- 
mend a careful reading. 

We know the strength of a preju- 
dice. However, principle backed up 
by demonstration should sweep away 
prejudice. It is a historical fact that 
the great successes attained by the 
early English breeders were reached 
by a judicious system of In-Breeding. 
It is also a fact that those breeders 
of today who are meeting with the 
greatest success are those who with 
discrimination are adopting similar 
methods. 

We do not wish to be understood 
as indorsing indiscriminate in-breed- 
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ing, for faults are as likely to be in- 
tensified as good qualities by so doing, 
but, when one has succeeded in getting 
the characteristics he wants in a high 
degree of perfection, why dissipate 
them by the introduction of some 
other and different blood? If you 
have conformation, production and re- 
production with constitution, why is 
not a hundred per cent of these qual- 
ities in your offspring better than 
fifty per cent and thereafter a dimin- 
ishing percentage? Why exchange a 
hundred per rent of a known quality 
for a doubtful fifty per cent mixture? 
Why change a certainty for an un- 
certainty? 

No principle in breeding is bettér 
established than that “like produces 
like”, and when you have got what 
you like why not reproduce it? 

I am not averse to a man trying ex- 
periments in breeding. It is all right 
to try a certain outcross on a cow or 
two to see what will come of it, but, 
when you have approximated your 
ideal do not change the breeding of 
your whole herd because of a ground- 
less fear. Many a man has sold a 
good bull for a song, one that was 
getting splendid offspring because of 
this mental condition. 


Take as a single example the in- 
bred bull, Rag Apple Korndyke, owned 
at Jenningshurst Farms. Rag Apple 
Korndyke is the son of Pontiac Korn- 
dyke and Pontiac Rag Apple, and 
Pontiac Rag Apple is the daughter of 
Pontiac Korndyke, but you will look a 
long ways to find a better individual, 
or a stronger constitution than is com- 
bined in Rag Apple Korndyke. Then 
look at the calves he is gettin—where 
will you find anything nicer? Why 
shouldn’t they be nice; their sire has 
75 per cent the same blood of Pontiac 
Korndyke who has proven his ability 
to beget the best? 

Why change a line of breeding that 
is backed by scientific principles, and 
is producing the most satisfactory re- 
sults, because of a prejudice against 
“in-breeding” that has nothing but a 
whim or a bogie behind it?

There are a good many things to 
look after in selecting a bull to head 
the herd and it is a wise man, in- 
deed, who has all of the points de- 
sired so well in hand that he can 
pick a well balanced animal with due 
reference both to individuality and 
to breeding. There are more breeders 
that know how to study conformation 
than there are who can intelligently 
study a pedigree. 

We have to present this month an 
account of an animal that is a herd 
header from a herd whose owner 
knows how to study a pedigree. Prin- 
cess Colantha Jewel 2d Johanna No. 
67912, premier sire at Homewood, 
owned by J. D. Herrick & Sons, of 
Frederickburg, Iowa is a splendid 
example of a well balanced herd sire. 
A study of his likeness reveals to the 
most skeptical that there is little left 
to be desired in his make up. As to 
his pedigree, he is sired by Sir Jo- 
hanna Bonheur Fayne No. 45671 who 
has 14 A. R. O. daughters, and out 
of Princess Colantha Jewel 2d with 
a 7-day record of 25.116 lbs., and a 
yearly semi-official record of 786.146 
Ibs.; she also with two A. R. O. 
daughters, one of which holds a 30-lb. 
Jr. 3-yr. old record. Glancing care- 
fully over his breeding further the 
six following facts stand out promi- 
nent. 

First. His dam and grand dam 
average 25.080 lbs. in 7-days and 
825.958 in a year. 

Second. His dam, two grand dams, 
and full sister average 22.343 lbs. in 
7-days and 709.312 Ibs. in one year. 

Third. His sister, Princess Co- 
lantha Fobes was the first 30 lb. Jr. 
83-year-old in the world. 

Fourth. He is a grand son of a 


full brother to Grace Fayne 2d’s 
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Homestead the first 35.55 lb. cow in 
the world. 

Fifth. Ten cows of the herd where 
he was raised, including his full 
sister, dam and granddam won the 
$500 offered in the recent. Wisconsin 
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Cow competition for the best record 
made by ten cows owned by one man. 

Sixth, He is backed straight 
through with  semi-official yearly 
records. 





If the daughters of this bull do 





not prove extra good, the fault must 
lie either with their dams or the 
management of his owner, because 
with this backing, he cannot help 
but be a powerful transmitter—Fay- 
ette Co. Bulletin. 





Studies in Animal Breeding. III. 


Sex AND ITs CONTROL. 

In studying the matter of sex the 
first striking fact which confronts us 
is that the two sexes appear in equal 
numbers the world over. As many 
bull calves are born as heifer calves, 
as many colts as fillies. This fact 
shows that sex is not determined in 
a haphazard manner, but is definitely 
controlled. 

How is sex controlled? The scien- 
tist has found the answer to this 
question in the same place that he 
found the explanation of Mendel’s 
law, namely, in the nuclei of the germ 
cells. In studying the body cells and 
germ cells of certain species of bee- 
tles, a peculiar condition was ob- 
served in the nuclei of all the cells. 
The cells of the male contained an 
even number of chromosomes of av- 
erage size and in addition a single 
chromosome much smaller than the 
others. Scientists call this extra chro- 
mosome the X or accessory chromo- 
some. When the cells of the female 
were examined, two of these small ad- 
ditional chromosomes were found. 

As was explained in the first of 
these articles, the cell division which 
results in the formation of sperma- 
tozoa or ova does not give to these 
germ cells the usual number of chro- 
mosomes, but only half the usual 
number. Now in the case of these 
male beetles there was an odd or un- 
paired chromosome, hence when a cell 
of the testicles divided to form 
two spermatozoa, one of the sperma- 
tozoa received the X-chromosome and 
the other did not. In the case of the 
formation of ova, each ovum received 
an X-chromosome because there were 
two X-chromosomes in each cell of 
the ovaries. The accompanying dia- 
gram will make this clear. 

Among the large number of sper- 
matozoa introduced into the uturus of 
the female at the time of service, half 
will have the power to produce male 
offspring and the other half will pro- 
duce female offspring. Now it is alla 
matter of chance as to which kind of 
a spermatozoon will fertilize the 
ovum. Each-kind of spermatozoa has 
an equal chance because there is an 
equal number of each kind. Neverthe- 
less a cow may have four bull calves 
in succession or four heifer calves,

but if the calves from a thousand 
cows are tabulated the two sexes will 
be equal in number. 

It is the same as tossing up a coin. 
There is an equal chance for “heads” 
and “tails,” yet four successive tosses 
may result in “ heads” four times or 
“tails” four times. But if the coin is 
tossed a thousand times and is per- 
fect in balance, the number of “heads” 
and “tails” will be equal or nearly so. 

Various theories of sex control have 





the nature of the spermatazoon which 
unites with the ovum, and sex is 
therefore entirely beyond the control 
of the breeder. 

As shown in the diagram, half of 
the spermatozoa contain the X-chro- 
mosome and half do not. All of the 
ova contain it. When the spermatozoon 
(A) containing the X-chromosome 
fertilizes an ovum (C) the result is 
always a female. When the sperma- 
tozoon (B) without the X-chromosome

been advanced from time to time. 
Some of these theories have credited 
the phase of the moon at the time of 
fertilization as being the sex deter- 
miner. Another theory says that if 
the female is poorly nourished during 
the pregnancy the offspring will be a 
male and if the dam is well nourished 
the offspring will be a female. Still 
another theory says that the ova from 
the right ovary produce one sex and 
those from the left the other sex. 
There is a similar theory regarding 
the testicles. These theories and all 
others of like nature are quack the- 
ories. Sex is determined at the mo- 





ment of fertilization and depends on 





fertilizes an ovum (D) the result is 
always a male. 

Thus in these species of beetles sex 
is defiinitely controlled by the male 
germ cells, half of which have the 
power to produce males and half fe- 
males. Investigations made on the 
cells of some other animals besides 
beetles have revealed a similar meth- 
od of sex control, and many now be- 
lieve that sex in all species of ani- 
mals is controlled by the nature of the 
male germ cell. In many animals no 
X-chromosome can be seen, but in 
such cases the X-chromosome is 
thought to be united with one of the 
other larger chromosomes in the cell 














Sex is thus decided at the 


nucleus. 
moment of fertilization and is entirely 
beyond the control of the breeder. 
The question arises as to why some 
females produce more offspring of 


one sex than the other. And why do 
some males get more of one sex than 
the other? A moment’s consideration 
will explain this. 

A word may be added here regard- 
ing the occurrence of twins in animals 
which usually produce a single off- 
spring at a time. Twins result in ei- 
ther of two ways. 1. Two ova may 
be discharged during a period of heat 
instead of one ovum as normally. 
Each of the ova is fertilized, hence 
twins result. In this case the twins 
may or may not be of the same sex, 
and may or may not resemble each 
other closely. 2. One ovum may be 
discharged and fertilized, but when 
the fertilized egg divides to from two 
cells (the first step in the develop- 
ment of the embryo) the two cells do 
not remain together as usual but spit 
apart and each develops separately, 
thus producing twins. In‘this case 
the twins are called inividual twins. 
They are always of the same sex and 
resemble each other very closely. They 
must be of the same sex because both 
resulted from fertilization by the 
same spermatozoon. They resemble 
each other closely because both came 
from the same ovum and same sper- 
matozoon. 

As young animals approach matur- 
ity they develop what are called the 
secondary sexual characters. In the 
male these consist of a strong and 
somewhat burly head, a stout neck, 
semewhat heavy shoulders, and 
bold, aggressive disposition. The fe- 
male, on the other hand, exhibits re- 
finement in all parts, the udder devel- 


ops, the hips widen, and thruout the | 


hindquarters there is an increased de- 
velopment. Her disposition is mild. 
If the very young animal is unsexed, 
the sexual characters do not develop. 

Of what importance are the second- 
ary sexual characters to the breeder? 
In answering this question it must 
first be stated that some animals are 
more strongly sexed than others; that 
is, some males are more masculine 
than others, and some females are 
more feminine than other females. 
The amount of development of the 
secondary sexual characters indicates 
whether the animal is strongly sexed 
or weakly sexed. 

Now a weakly sexed stallion, for 
instance, transmits his good and bad 
points to his offspring the same as 
does the strongly sexed sire. But the 
weakly sexed stallion is not likely to 
be as sure a breeder as the more mas- 
culine horse and he will therefore not 
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settle as many mares during the sea- 
son. 

Females that lack feminine refine- 
ment in head and neck, being rather 
coarse and masculine in appearance, 
are not ordinarily as regular breeders 
nor as good mothers as strictly fem- 
inine females. 

A great many people believe that 
well developed sexual characters in- 
dicate that the animal is a prepotent 
breeder. By prepotency is meant abil- 
ity on the part of the animal to stamp 
its characters on the offspring. There 
is nothing in this theory. A weakly 
sexed animal has just as good a 
chance to transmit its characters to 
its offspring as has a strongly sexed 
animal. 

The writer knows of a breeder of 
dairy cattle, who selects for the head 
of his herd a bull that is as feminine 
looking as can be found. He believes 
such a bull sires more feminine daugh- 
ters and hence better milkers than 
does a strongly sexed bull. By this 
policy, however, he accomplishes the 
reverse of what he desires. Sex acts 
like a pendulum. If the sire is 
strongly sexed the pendulum swings 
far and his daughters will be strongly 
sexed. A weakly’ sexed bull 
gets weakly sexed sons and daughters.
